An Iron Smelter for Toronto. 


Aa Experienced Miser Looking ap Ore 
Deposits. 


(Toronto News.) 


The proposal that was made some 
time ago to establish a large smelting 
works in Toronto is again looming up. 
and before long this city may see the 
materialization of the pro 

Among the guests at the Palmer 
honge.to-day is Mr. Hale, one of the 
most experienced miners in the United 
States. He is representing a company 
of well-known Amorican and Canadian 
"| capitalists who Pa “gg him instruc- 
tions to-buy, if possible, in Ontario, 
iron mines that will be capable of sup- 
plying two thousand tons of ore a day 
for a Toronto smelter. That means the 
investment of several million dollars of 
capital and the employment of about 
one thousand men in the mines, while 
several thousands more would be ed 
in the connection with the smelter. 


EXAMINING DEPOSITS. 


pager the last couple of weeks Mr. 
Hale has been examining the iron de- 
ae. along the north shore of Lake 

aperior and in the o— an Bay dis- 
trict. Three or four of his men are 
now prospecting in the Rainy River 
district and haye reported that they 
have found iron ore of excellent quality 
bat not in any very large quantities. 

“It is now almost a necessity that 
Ontario should begin to smelt her own 
iron,” continued Mr. Hale. ‘* The iron 
which has hitherto been obtained from 
States cannot be obtained much 
longer,for the largel ‘increased demand 
of late has tax the output of the 
Minnesota mines to the utmost. They 
are now two or three million tons be- 
hind their orders. If Canadians do not 
goon start to smelt their own iron a 
number of the rolling mills in this coun- 
try will soon have to shat down for 
lack of material.”

Mr. Hale says that there is no doubt 
as to a smelter payingin Toronto. The 
price of iron Seige doubled in twelve 
months and the profit now to the pro- 
ducers is enormous. He will continue

of the company’s scheme. If it does go 
through ¢t advantages that will ac- 
crue to Toronto will be inestimable.

Canada will never have a better op- 
portunity than the present for opening 
up her iron mines and developing her | 
incipient iron and steel industries. The! 
demand for iron ore and pig-iron is 


world-wide. rThe Mining Journal of 
London, Eng.. reviews the situation as 
it exists in different. countries and finds 
that the same activity charecterizes 
them all. In Great Britian all the iron 
and steel works and engineering shops | 
are fully employed. French iron pro- | 
ducers and manufacturers are so busy | 
that they can take no more orders, | 
while in Germany a wave of unparal-| 
lelled prosperity has swept over all 
branches of the industry, The mann- 
facturers of raw steel in the latter coun- | 
try van only meet about half the re- 
quirements for 1900. The blast furnace 
proprietors haye sold forward the 
whole of their production until the end 
of next year, and consumers who have 
not entered into contracts find them- 
selves faced with the impossibility of 
getting any pig iron atall, Of still 
more serious moment is the searcity of 
cokes. . The entire production has been | 
sold forward and prices are rising toa 
remarkable level. The consumption of 
industrial fuel is so great that it is 
feared the supplies wil! soon run short. 
The syndicates which control the pro- 
duccion in Germany have even found it 
necessary to take steps to prevent the 
exportation of raw material so as to re- 
serve the whole of the supplies for home 
use. Under these circumstances the 
areatest activity is being shown in 
prospecting for new coal and iron 
mines. German consumers are doing 
their best to monopolize the Swedish 
ores, the Belgians are hoping to discover 
fresh deposits of coal and iron in their 
own country andin France vast iron- 
stone beds are being opened up in the 
Meurthe-de-Moselle, while Creusot is 
obliged to establish works at Cette, 
where it will smelt the ores of Spain, 
Algeria and the Island of Elba. In

‘TO AMUSE THE CHILDREN. 


As the cold, stormy days approach 
the Httle ones will be obliged to be 
kept in the house more and more and 
they will consequently need something 
to amuse themselves with. If the 
mother is ingenious she can contrive 
all sorts of playthings from odds and 
ends at a very small outlay. From 
an exchange we take the following 
‘which may be appreciated by some and 
which may lead to original ideas and 
afford the little ones much pleasure 


One mother whose children were do- 
mestic in thelr tastes proou some 
pasteboard boxes soubt twenty-four by 
eighteen imcnes, and nlnc inches high, 
and madé a house and barn. There 
were plenty of old pasteboard boxes to 
eut up for partitions and furniture. 
She made kitchen, pantry and. dining- 
reom in one box; in the other called 
for the pattern. They also make pret- 
ty coverings forthe tables and beda. 

‘The chairs, tables, beds, etc, are 
cut from pasteboard, more or less 
fancy, according to the skill of the 
artist. ‘Then a family of paper dolls 
was cut to inhabit the bouse. They 
were clothed from some of the bright 
=. Another box has been made 
nto a barn, “with pasteboard stalls, 
mangers and stanchions, being divided 
into compartments for borses and cat~- 
tle, with a place between for hay; the 
hay is represented by very thin little 
board; the pitchforks, shovels, ham- 
papers. The horses, cows and calves 
are made of pasteboard, and are fed 
regularly on paper rations; the cover 
to the box is set one side for a barn- 
yard, in one corner of which are the 
tank and Windmill, made also of paste- 
the upright, was the sitting-room and 
bed-room. .The partitions have to be 
cut to fit tight, or they will always 
be tumbling down. 

Double doors were cut between sit- 
ting-room and bedroom, and pretty 
little seraps of silk, lace or velvet used 
| for portiers. The pink and green 
‘papers in which so many packages 
|}come wrapped were out in fancy pat- 

| terns for carpets, which let the white 
of the bottom of the box show through, 
mers, ete., are made of stiff paste- 
board.

| barnesses. A handsome rag doll can 
| be made of cloth, if one is handy about 
|guch things,.and they are often pre- 
| ferred to a more expensive one. 

| An elephant, made of gray cloth 
with a small red blanket on, is greatly 
ere by children, especially when 
playing circus. : 

| A pair of lines, one inch wide and 
(three yards long, can be knit of odds 
‘and ends, and are very serviceable 
| when the chairs are used for horses, 
|or when one clild drives another. 

In short, if one has a little ingenu- 

lity, a little time, and remembers what 
pleased her when she was a child, her 
children need never lack playthings, 
even though the purse is empty.

ETIQUETTS OF MOURNING. 

Though it may, and perhaps does, 
sound somewhat incongruous to use 
the word etiquette in connection with 
mourning, there is really none other 
that does as well, for there are, and 
always have been, certain forma and 
customs in the matter which most 


people like to follow, not only out of 
love and respect for those who have 
passed before them into the Silent 
Land, but also towards the friends and 
relatives who survive them. A few 
may, now and again, rail at old cus- 
toma, but none, we are sure, would do 
so if they remembered that love, re- 
spect, sympathy, kindness, and con- 
sideration for the feelings of others 
are the sources from whieh these and 
so many oiher old usages have arisen. 
For a widow, the regulation period 
as prescribed by custom is two years. 
During the first year and nine- months 
crape is worn, and for the last three, 
black without crape.

London Nov.7.: It is announced in 
a special despatch from Cape Town 
dated Sunday Nov. 5, (morning),

London, Nov.5.—The following 
details of fighting at Ladysmith 
haye been received :— 

“ Thursday, 2.40 p.m.—Yesterday 
and last night some of the British 
guns were quietly placed in a bet- 
ter position, the naval brigade get- 
ting three of the Powerful’s quick- 
firers on a high ridge close to the 
western side of the town. The 
Boers also dragged one of their 
forty-pounders to an excellent posi- 
tion, and replaced their disabled 
guns with new ones in the old _posi- 
tions. They also placed a new bat- 
tery <n a hill four milés south-west 
ot the town. 

“Gen. White and his staff were 
astir before day break and important 
movements were effected. At 6.10 
the bluejackets opened on the ridge, 
where the Boers had a forty-pounder 
and a furious cannonade ensued. 
After four hours the forty-pounder 
silenced. : 

“Meanwhile the other batteries 
were busy, the British haying the 
better of the fighting. 

“Gen. French, with the Lancers, 
rbineers, and Bor- 
der Rifixs, started at dawn and got 
within striking distance of the Boer 


camp on Bester’s hill betore the en-| C 


emy noticed them. A field battery 
also managed to take up a position 
commanding the enemy’s camp 
without molestation. The camp 
was a large one, surrounded hy 
Wagons and ofher obstructions. 
Bester’s hill was well fortified, and 
there were good guns there. 

“About nine o'clock the British 
opened fire. The Boers replied 
spiritedly, but their guns were not 
so well served and their fire was 
ineffective. 

“The British tire was yery good, 
for within a short time a 42-pound 
shell burst right in the midst of the 
camp, inflicting heavy loss and de- 
moralizing the detenders. 

“Then the cavalry suddenly

The new field gun, which fires « 
ehrapnel shell, and: which in its per- 
fected state is now being ubed for the 
first time by the British in South Af- 
rica, is perhaps the most deadly weap- 
on of modern warfare, Each gun can 
fire twelve aimed shote a minute, and 
each shot carries 260 bullets, weighi 
forty-two to the pound, The shrapne 
shell consists of a piece of steel tubing, 
filled with small balla, At the head 
of the shell is a time fuse, which can 
be adjusted to suit the range at\ which 
the gun is to be fired. This fuse ig- 
nites the small charge of powder which 
in front of the bullets, The firi 
the gun ignites the fuse, whic 
burns for the time for which it has 
been set, It then fires the powder, 
which bursts the shell and sends the 
260 bullets flying among the enemy, 
It is said that these bullets scatter 
like shot from a fowlingpiece, and cov- 
era space of twenty-four square yarda 
with a rain of kad. The guns have a 
killing range of 3,5000 yarda. .

The Mutual Reserve Fund, Life As-| 


sociation has commenced priceadiags 
against former officers and empley- 
ees charged with circulating false and 
libellous charges againat the associa- 
tion. The charges were first made 
with the New York Insurance Depart- 
ment, and when it was found that the; 
deyarfment ignored them in its ex- 
baustive report upon the association 
they . were repeated to various New. 
York newspapers until one was 
found willing to give them publicity. 

Col. E. C. James, the eminent at- 
torney in New York, is acting for the 
association, and the charges are to be 
pushed yigorously, not only against 
the original offenders, bat also against 
anyone repeating the libellous. state- 
ments. The move of the Mutual Re- 
serve will, it is believed, commend it- 
self to all honest men, and all who 
are interested in the association. It 
is &@ move that should have been made 
long ago For years it has been slan- 
dered anu villified through journals 
that are no credit either to the insur- 
ance business or to journalism. These 
attacks have been put in cireular form, 
and sold by the thousands to compet- 
ing companies, who supply their agents 
with them, who, in tunn, distribute 
them among the people with a view 
(0 prejudice public opinion against the 
association. 

One will naturally wquire what the 
Mutual Reserve nas done to merit such 
Unfair treatment.

The shooting occurred in front of 
| Raddan’s saloon shortly after 1 o'clock, 
lwhea Mr. Small was walking rapidly 
‘away from O'Grady, whom he had met 
‘at the corner of Leader lane a few 
| minutes before.. The pair exchanged a 
few words, and then, to avoid . the 
| brawl which he thought imminent, the 
, bailiff, as stated, moved quickly away, 
with O'Grady following. Mr. Small had 
just turned into Raddan’s doorway to 
escape hie pursuer when the iatter 
drew a revolver and fired. The ball just 
missed its mark, and then, seeing that

A NEAT ARREST.

| the officer he covered him; but Sockett 
, continued to approach undaunted, 

“Hold on, John, he said to O'Grady; 
“point your pistol away, please.” 

Contrary to expectations, the man 
‘obeyed, and tried to turn the muzzle 
‘on his ‘own head. Before he could fire 
jthe policeman had sprung on him, and 
a fight for the weapon began, During 
‘the fierce struggle another bullet was 
‘discharged, but no harm was done. The 
officer succeeded in mastering his pri- 
soner, and then Deputy Chief Stewart 
|arrived, and the man was taken to po- 
lice headquarters, 

' In the cells O'Grady expressed the 
hope that Small had not been hurt; but 
| Stated that he had been persecuted by 
‘the bailiff until it had become unbear- 
,able. His friends state that financial

FOOD POLSONING. 

Instonces of poisoning from the eat. | 
ing of canned meats have become quite! 
common. Although it may be possi- 
ble that in some instances the ill ef- 
fects result from metallic poisoning, in 
a great majority of cases the poisoning 
substances are formed by puterfactive 
changes. In many cases it is probable 
that decomposition begins after the 
can has been opened by the consumer; 
in others the canning is imperfectly 
done, and putrefaction is far advanced 


before the food reaches ihe consumer. 
In still other instances the meat. may 
have been taken from diseased animals 
or it may have undergone putrefactive 
changes before the canning. It should 
always be remembered that canned 
meat is especially liable to putrefac- 
tive changes after the can has been 


}opened, and when the contents of the 


open can are not consumed at once the 
remainder should be kept in a cold 
ploce or should be thrown away, Peo. 
ple are especially careless ‘on this’ 
point, While every one knows that 
fresh meat should be kept in a cold 
plece during the summer. an open ean 
of meat is often allowed to stand at 
summer tempercture aad its contents 
eaten hours after the canchas heen 
opened.

“Tuberculosia is, of adi diseases, that | 
which has moat victims. Jn large 
cities they muke up from one fourth to 
ome seventh of the amortabity; ‘Lo ex- 
plain this high figure it must be un- 
derstood that pulmonary phtbisis is 
pol the only manifestation of tubercu- 
losis, as is erroneously believed. in 
fact, many cases of bronchial troubles, 
of plurisy, of meningitis, of perivonitis, 
enteritis, of osseous and joint icsions, 
cold abscesses, etc., are of the same 
nautre. Tuberculosis is an infectious, 
parasitic disease, gaused by microbes, 
bul it cam be caught by a healthy per- 
son from @ patient only under special 
conditions, which we wiil state. Besides 
hereditary transmission, the tubercu- 
josis microbe enters the human organ- 
tem by the air in breathing, through 
Lhe digestive organs in eating, through 
the skin by stings, scratches, sores, 
wounds, ulcers, ete. 

“The most frequent and the moat 
dreadful source of coniag-on lies in the 
eXpectorat.on of consumptive patients. 
Almost harmless wh le in a liquid con- 
dition, it becomes dangerous when re- 
ducec to powder. It sesumes that 
form often when spac upon the ground, 
the floor, or upon a wall; when t falls 
on clolbimg, bedclothes or sheets, cur- 
iains, handkerchiefs, napkins, ete. 
When dried and in powder it is stirred 
by the dust cloth, the broom, brush or 
carpet beater. This dust, suspended 
in the alr, enters the respiratory or- 
gans, fails ugem portions of the body, 
upon objects used in cooking, plates 
and dishes, and thus becomes a per- 
manent danger to persons sOjourning 
im the contaminated atmosphere. The

An incendiary 
star, consisting of a brown paper oy- 
linder about two inches long, paraf- 
fined and filled with incendiary com- 
position, and primed at each end with 
® quick match, isinsertedinthe plug 
hole when the object is to destroy 
buildings or stockades. 

Common shell are exploded by means 
o percussion fuses, which ignite on 
striking the object or ground. The 
limit of error permissible ia the case 
of common shell is very small; it must 
buret at or close to the object to be 
effective. Common abell are painted 
black. Double shell, a more powerful 
variety, are disiingulshed by a blue 
point. 


USE OF SHRAPNEL. 

Shrapael is used against troops.in 
ali formations. It contains a . byrat- 
ing charge, placed either In the base 
or in the head—the latter ia the lat- 
est pattern—just sufficient to open 
the shell, and a number of buileta, 
which are thus liverated in their flight 
at the proper moment, rain down over 
nearly an acre of ground. The ahrap- 
nel shell used by the 12-pounder horse 
artillery gun centains 16! bullets, 


and those by the Ginch field howitzer | 


from 313 to 3850 bullets. 


The etriking effect of the bullets is 
dependent upon the remaining velo- 
city of the shell at burst and upon 
the exact timing of the explosion, so 
a8 to inflict the most de’tructive con- 
sequences on objects aimed at. Al- 
though shrapnel may be used effec- 
tively with percussion fuses on occa- 
sions when it can be fired at short 
ranges over hard ground, time fuses 
are those on which its explosion prac- 
tically always depends. 

Great nicety, therefore, has to be 
obeerved in the elevation of the gun 


and boring of the time fuses to make! 


the projectile thoroughly = effective, 
but once the correct range haa been 
ascertained there is—in the open, At 
least—no more deadly or demoralizing 
fire in existence. To obtain the range 
sighting shots of common shel! are 
frequently fired, for this projectile 
gives forth a fine puff of smoke on 
graze, and it is a much simpler mat- 
ter to judge of an error in range by 
a shell bursting on the ground than 
if exploded in the air by a time fuse. 
But where common shel! are not forih- 
coming shrapnel must be fired with 
percussion fuses till the range is as- 
certaineal, 

At very long ranges the angle of 
descent necessitates the explosion be- 
ing timed to take place right over the 
oject aimed at; at very short ranges 
where the angle of descent is practio- 
ally nil the velocity of the projectile

Star shells are made for the 66.3 inch 
howitzer—a weapon almost obsolete— 
and for the 25-inch and 7-pounder 
guns. They are simply Uluminating 
agents and are used for lighting up 
40 enemy's position in night opera- 
tions. They must not be confounded 
with incendiary e#tare. At one period 
rocketa, fired from tubes, were largely 
utilized in civilized warfare, @apecially 
against cavalry, convoy traina, ete. To- 
day, however, the great range of or- 
dinary artillery nullifies their uae, for 
rockets can inflict little damage be- 
yond a range of one thousand yards; 
hence they are relegated to savage 
warfare, where even their moral effect, 
joa which they mainly rely, ian growing 
less. Consequently, rockets are now 
never included in artillery equipment 
| unless specially ordered. 

Other distinguishing marks on pro- 
er ype may here be added. A white 
and signifies that the material is 
steel, a red band that the shell is fill- 
ed. The monogram of station and date 
of filling are marked on aH filled pro- 
jectiles. Lastly, it should be pointed 
out that the efficacy of artillery fire 
rests almost, if not quite as much, 
on moral as on physical effect; for, 
compared with that of emall arms, 
which must be fairly accurate or it 
will only embolden the enemy, the ao- 
tual results of shell fire as a man kill- 
ing agency; directed, as it generally 
is, against troops under cover, are but 
Small, 

It speaks volumes for the courage 
of the Boers that they should have 
stood their ground in the way they 
have done hitherto after the tremen- 
dous preparatory artillery fire they 
have been subjected to.
